No. \A-Prcs./6l . — 1 The President is pleased to institute a 
commemorathc medal for the Armed Forces fop recognition 
ol service in the conflict with Pakistan in 1965; and, in this 
behalf, to make, ordain and establish the following ordi- 
nances : 

Firstly. — The medal shall be styled and designated the 
• Raksha Medal 1965". 

Secondly. — '1 he medal shall be circulai in shape, made of 
ctipro-nickel, 35 millimetres in diameter. It shall have 
embossed on its obverse the State Emblem 22 millimetres in 
hoight. On its reverse it shall have embossed in the centre 
tile rising sun with sprays of laurel below it on either side 
and the inscription “ TiflT AA'A 1965’’ embossed above it. 
The medal shall have a scroll pattern swivel fitting of stan- 
dard size-. A sealed pattern of the medal shall he deposited 
and kept. 

Thirdly.-- The medal shall he worn suspended front the 
left In east by a silk ribbon which shall be 32 millimetres in 
width. The ribbon shall be orange in colour, divided into 
four equal parts by three vertical stripes, each three milli- 
metres in width, of red, dark blue and light blue in that order, 
the light blue stripe being worn nearest to the left shoulder. 

Fourthly. — The medal shall be awarded to all Armed 
Forces porsonnd who were borne on the effective strength of 
the Armed forces on the 5th August 1965 and had rendred 
service for 180 days or more on that date. The award may 
be made posthumously. 

Fifthly. — -It shall be competent for the President to cancel 
and annul the award of the medal to any persofl and also to 
restore it subsequently. 

Sixthly. — It shall be competent for the Government to 
frame such instructions as may be necessary to carry out the 
purposes of these ordinances. 

No. l5-Pra./67 . — The President is pleased to institute a 
medal for recognition of the services of Armed Forces per- 
sonnel and civilians in the conflict with Pakistan in 1965, and, 
in this behalf, to make, ordain and establish the following 
ordinances : 

Firstly. — The medal shall be styled and designated the 
"Samar Seva Star 19t>5”. 

Secondly. — -The medul shall be in the form of a five- 
pointed star, made of cupro-nickel. T5 millimetres across with 
one point uppermost to which shall be fitted a ring for the 
ribbon, On the obverse, it shall have the State Emblem in 
the centre, The reverse shall be plain with the words "ART 
AAl ti t < 1965’’ embossed on it. A sealed pattern of the 

medal shall be deposited and kept. 

rhhjty . — The medal shall be won suspended from the 
left bie.ist by a silk ribbon of red, dark blue and light blue 
in that order, the width of the colours being 12 millimetres, 
8 millimetres and 12 millltnetres respectively, sub-divided into 


equjl parts by 2, 1 and 2 narrow white vertical stripes. The 
ribbon shall be worii with the light blue colour nearest to 
the left shoulder. 

Fourthly . — The following categories of personnel shall be

There have been 
demands from several quarters for correcting the All India 
Consumer Price Index Numbers on base 1949=100 and also 
the C.P.I. Numbers for 27 individual Centres Tor certain 
alleged limitations before the New Scries of All India C.P.I. 
Numbers on base 1960=100 is introduced so that a reliable 
linking factor for deriving Tile All India Index on old base 
from the New All India Index on base 1960=100 could be 
obtained.
